Mrs. Rawlings, her two daughters and 
her sons, Milton and Leonard, were 
present during the session of the court 
yesterday afternoon, but the other son, |

As the sheriff declined to agree to this 
proposition, Jesse stayed in his cel}. 
Neither one of the boys was present 
during the judge’s charge and the long 
wait for the jury last night, but the 
two girls and the mother sat the hours 
out.

Southern Cotton Association to 
Ask Secretary's Resignation, 


President Jordan in Interview States

The resignation of Secretary of Agm 
culture James L. Wilson will be reques+ 
ed by the Southern Cotton Association as 
a result of the scandals recently unearth- 
ed in his department. 

This announcement has been formally 
made by President Harvie Jordan, of the 
Southern Cotton Association, who says 
that the resignation will be asked for On 
the ground of incompetency on the part 


of the secretary. | 
Mr. Jordan, in an interview on the 

subject, speaks to the point. He said: 
“The present head official of the de- 

partment of agriculture has proven 4. 


stumbling block to the investigation from 


its incipiency. 
“Mr. Wilson ridiculed the original 


chamge that Holmes, the assistant chicf 
statistician, had falsified and manipulat- 
ed the June report on cotton acreage, or 
that he had given out any advance infor- 
mation. But this charge was clearly 
proved and Holmes was discharged from 
‘the department. Mr. Wilson then object- 
ed to any further investigation, and the 
president, Mr. Roosevelt, took the matter 
into his hands and forced a continuance 
of the investigation through the depart- 
ment of justice. | | 

“Mr. Wilson then.said that his chief 
statistician, John Hyde, was thoroughly 
honest, competent and was not guilty of 
wrong doing, yet last week it was prov- 
en that Holmes sat at the elbow of 
Hyde while the June report Was being 
falsified and ‘the advance information 
given out to Holmes’ confederates.

Game

The sandy 
oats were injured very little. 

This can be avoided in future by run- | 
ning a weeder or harrow over the oats 
about the last of December. 

Again, I had a plece of river bottom 
in oats last year, on which oats. shat- 
tered when cut, owing to being too pape.

The 
same day I dusted him with the powder 
I gave him some chicken wings to eat, 
and thought he had got a bone lodged 
in his throat. He got better, and I just 
decided that he had coughed the bone up. 
Three days ago I found the fleas bad on 
him again, and made another application 
of the powder. He was affected the same 
way, but has quit coughing now, but 
seems to be suffering from nausea. Will 
heave, breathes hard and fast. .sis eyes 
matter, and this afternoon I noticed uis 
nose running. His eyes look dull. He 
seems feverish; do@s not appear thirsty; 
has no appetite. Last night I got him to 
eat a little, and he took fust a Iittle 
sweet milk this morning. Have not given 
him anything except a little sulphur. A 
man looked at him this morning and said 
it was distemper, and to put turpentine itn 
his nose. I dropped in ai few drops. 
Please write me what you think of it. 

Answer—The application of Persian in- 
sect powder to the dog is not sufficient; 
it should also be applied to rugs, foot- 
mats and other places where the animal 
habitually frequents. Also use the follow- 
ing ointment: One ounce of oll] of anise. 
10 ounces of olive ofl; rub well in and 
wash off in six hours. Get some iresh 
pine shavings, or ‘some black walnut 
leaves for the dog’s bed. Clean up the 
premises thoroughly.
